The Senate Crime Investigating Com- 
mittee has finished its public hearings. 
Unless given a new lease on life, it will 
. wind up all activities on Saturday. 


What the Committee has found is a 
shocking reflection ypon the moral stand- 
ards of the country—not merely upon the 
morals of the racketeers and governmental 
officials who have, in some instances, col- 
laborated in breaking the law. 


The public can, and does, thank the 
Committee, and particularly its chairman, 
Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, for a 
job well done. Certainly no Congressional 
investigation in recent years has attracted 
s0 much attention and found such a multi- 
tude of avid followers. 


Properly, the hearings and their disclo- 
sures of graft and criminal influence and 
protection in high places should have 
aroused a mighty wave of popular indig- 
nation. With millions of Americans daily 
witnessing the hearings on television and, 
with millions of others, following the sick- 
ening stream of testimony in the news- 
papers, we reasonably could expect the 
people to feel a deep sense of outrage. 

Yet we fear the crime exposures have 
been treated largely as a new and highly 
intriguing medium of entertainment rather 
than as cause for genuine alarm. 


The Committee is expected to recom- 
mend new laws to meet the debasing situ- 
ation it has found. But there is no evi- 


* eS: * 


dence anywhere that the laws we now have 
are being enforced. There is, and rightly, 
deep resentment that known gamblers and 
racketeers are able to get away with ridicu- 
lously generalized statements in their in- 
come tax returns. New laws are being 
sought as a remedy. Yet, if the ordinary, 
law-abiding citizen attempted the same sort 
of finagling of income tax returns he would 
find himself deeply in trouble, put there 
by the same laws which the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau somehow does not apply to the 
criminal scum. 

The lack of laws is not the fundamental 
trouble. Our statute books are cluttered 
with laws now, too many of them, as the 
Kefauver hearings show, being honored in 
the breach. 

Basically the difficulty is the strange 
lack these days of a fundamental sense of 
decency, resting on the principles of reli- 
gion and human dignity upon which this 
country was founded and grew great. 

So long as the people are amused rather 
than disturbed by revelations of crooked 
shenanigans, so long as the public fails to see 
anything wrong with morally questionable 
déals which are legally untouchable, all the 
laws Congress and the State legislatures 
can write will not solve the problem. 

Morality begins with the individual. 
The Government and affairs relating to it 
are but a reflection of the prevailing views 
of a great number of individuals. It is 
there that the trouble lies.

UMT Is a Long-Range Program 


If this country had adopted universal 
military training immediately after World 
War II, as was urged by many farsighted 
military men and political leaders, we 
would not have been in the humiliating 
position of last July which found our mili- 
tary strength hardly a match even for the 
armies of North Korea. 


~« UMT, as it is called, is not the answer 
to the needs of today, for it is a long-term 
program aimed at the vears instead of the 
months ahead. We must now have a large 
militarv establishment, not only for the 
fighting that is going in Korea but for 
any other eventuality {: well. 


But Rep. Car] Vinsof®, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee and the nation’s top civilian expert 
in military matters, thinks the country 
may be in position to stop the draft and 
set up universal military training in about 
18 months. 

That is, of course, contingent upon no 
new international emergency. It also is 
contingent upon Congressional passage of 


an acceptable UMT program which would 
provide adequate training before men are 
released to go into the reserves for a 
period of years. Further, the military must 
be able to spare the necessary number of 
regulars from normal duties to operate the 
training program. 

An experiment with UMT some two or 
three years ago revealed that, as then 
conceived, it had glaring deficiencies. In 
an overly zealous effort to win the ap- 
proval of parents, the military allowed it- 
self to be persuaded to provide training 
that was not training at all but merely a 
six-month lark for youngsters. 

The job of a fighting man is to kill the 
enemy, and however repugnant it may 
seem to some, realistic training for that 
job is necessary for individual and na- 
tional defense. 

Properly executed, though, UMT can 
provide the basis for adequate national 
defense over a long period without the 
burden of huge standing forces. Congress 
ought to profit from the mistakes of the 
past in this respect.

For a Big Job 


WASHINGTON—The country can take re- 

assurance from the fact that a man of the stripe 

ie of Charles E. Wilson is heading up the nation’s 

great defense mobilization program. Formerly the president of 

General Electric Company, one of our largest corporate enterprises, 

he gave up a salary of $275,000 a year to take over the job of 

directing our defense effort. His Government salary is $22,500 
annually, less than 10 percent of what he had been making. 


| Mr. Wilson’s responsibility is to give over-all guidance and 
direction to the program under which we are committed to spend 
$50,000,000,000 a year for the next three years in rebuilding the 
nation’s defenses. We have been forced to embark on that stupen- 
dous program by the threat of war from Communist nations, 
principally Soviet Russia. 

3 The huge expenditures we are called upon to make in strength- 
ening our defenses is a small price to pay for the insurance it is 
designed to give ws. Being the richest nation ih the world, we 
would be the prime target of Communist aggression if it is allowed 
ta take a free hand in its aim to bring other peoples under the 


ideology of the Kremlin. Cost what it may, we must be prepared” 


to defend ourselves so long as the threat of war exists. Otherwise 
there is the danger of everything being lost. 


All. American President Truman could not have chosen a 

better man for the post given Mr. Wilson— 
that of Director of Defense Mobilization. He is American to the 
core. A big man in a big job, he stands six feet two and weighs 
210 pounds, and commands the respect of all who know him. He 
follows another American tradition of starting out from scratch 
as an office boy at $3 a week when he was 13 years of age, rising 
to the presidency of his company at 54. 


Now 64, he is at a ripe age where a call to public service has 
a patriotic appeal. He was willing to give up more than 10 times 
what he was making in industry to enter the Government service. 


The skeptics among us who have been alarmed over the size 
of the new defense program may take comfort from Mr. Wilson’s 
attitude. He is not concerned about the ability of the nation to 
meet the heavy expenditures and still maintain a balanced econ- 
omy. If we can avoid inflation, the rest will take care of itself, . 
he feels. 


Nor is he worried about the vast expansion contemplated in 
our industrial machinery to meet the needs of increased produc- 
tion. We are increasing our steel production facilities to 120,000,000 
tons a year, for example, together with other facilities for ex- 
panding aluminum and the like. A lot of people are worried over 
what will happen when the present emergency is over, assuming 
that our defense effort will be enoygh to ward off another world 
war. 


Pioneers “That is a question that doesn’t bother me one bit,” 
he said in an interview with the United States News 
and, World Report the other day. “If you believe this is a mature 
economy and that we are going to have 18,000,000 more tons of 
steel to use in a static civilian economy, you’ve got something to 
worry about. But I don’t believe it’s a mature economy. I think 
we are still in the pioneering stage in the United States. I think 
that 10 years from now, if we have peace, you will be talking 
about more production, not less, for the civilian economy.” 

As for the capacity of the United States to produce the 
$50,000,000,000 a year in military equipment while still carrying 
on its civilian production needs, Mr. Wilson says what we have is 
“capacity unlimited.” There will be a few shortages, but not enough 
to bother about. 

By’ next year we will be well on the road of our production 
goals, he feels—‘in a position to fight a pretty substantial war,” if 
necessary. By the end of the three-year period, he says, “we will 
have a really mighty array of weapons ready, and facilities avail- 
able to increase military production very rapidly, if necessary.” 

All of this sounds reassuring, coming from a man of Mr. Wilson’s 
stature. It should be something the country can take confidence in.

have known it was something from which an Indian made paint to add color 
But Connie Watts of Baldwin has shown up in The Tri-County Advertiser at Clarkes- 


ville as an expert on poke salad as a seasonal builder-upper. From here the claims are Watts’ and not 


those of this columnist. 

“Poke plants are now beginning to show 
green, and soon they will be in full leaf ready to 
be gobbled up,” says this Baldwin nature man. 
And then he points out that not many people 
know that the stalks as well as the leaves are 
edible. (Beware of the root. It is poisonous. 
My dictionary says so. So does Connie Watts. 
Better stick to sassafras.) 

But back to “Watts what” about pokeweed. 
Knowing that the shoots and leaves are edible 
and energy-giving is not, enough, so the man 
gives the recipe: 

Prepare the stalks like asparagus, trimming 
off the tough outer skin and using only the inner 
core. Boil in salt water for a few minutes, then 
butter them or use an appropriate sauce and 
“they are prime eating.” Or cut them up and 
fry them™ike okra. 

As for the leaves, the conventional way is 
to parboil them, pour off the first water, then 
cook in fresh water along with a little fatback.

Keeping It in the Family 


WASHINGTON—When Sen. J. William Fulbright, Democrat, Arkansas, RFC 
investigation chairman, rose in the Senate and tossed his “moral” bombshell at 
those who hide behind the letter of the law and pry favors out of government 
contrary to good ethics, it ricocheted among high-placed persons, both here and 


in American business. 


What disturbs the Senator most about what he has seen 


firsthand in his investigation is “the moral blindness and callousness” which per- 


mits those in high 


places—and that includes “influence” practitioners, their clients and leaders of 


our Government—to condone unethical practices and accept them cynically because they are within 
the letter of the law. For these are, in effect, the elect and privileged who are supposed to set 


our standards. 

If our democratic society thus disintegrates 
morally at the top, how can we expect other 
than the spread of cynicism to our youth of the 
oncoming generation? 


And how can we combat Russian totali- 
tarianism, itself cynical and alse ruthless, 
when we discard our own Most effective 
weapon, which is our moral fiber? 


Those, basically, were the broad questions 
raised by the Senator. While he perhaps drew 
too dark a picture of our moral lapse, neverthe- 
less he pointed to moral laxity evident here and 
there. As has happened before, that can weaken 
an administration which, for all that may be said 
in criticism’ of it, has set certain high objectives 
for our people and those in the’ world at large 
with whom we are joined. 

There lies potential tragedy. 

The Arkansas Senator placed equal blame 
upon what he bluntly called “the bribers” and 
“the bribed.” The former, he said, are “often 
men wae walk the earth lordly and secure; mem- 
bers of ‘good families; respected figures in their 
communities; graduates of universities . . . of the 
privileged minority. .. .” 

Their partners are the men through whom 
they operate here—“men known as clever law- 
yers; a cleverness which is like the instinct of 
the rat that knows how to get the bait without 
getting caught.” » 

The Senator called no names. Indeed that 
is difficult to do, except when specifically dem- 
onstrated and proved as has been done by his 
committee in some widely publicized cases. For 
in so complicated a mechanism as our govern- 
ment has become, there is legitimate business 
which also is ethical. 

There is also that vague shadowland where 
ethics is sometimes infringed by those who trade 
for favors through political connections and 
exploit friendship’ and social @ontacts. It be- 
comes a matter of individual eonscience. But 


those vulnerable to the Fulbright “conscience” 
bomb secretly feel its lash, unless they have 
become entirely callous. 

One of the most discouraging trends in this 
national. capital to anyone who watched and was 
invigorated by a brilliant and needed era of 
reform is the way many who participated in it 
as public servants and finished their laudable 
endeavors immediately set up in practice here 
and traded on their previous high positions for | 
handsome fees which came chiefly because of 
those previous positions and supposed “influence.” 

They went in the market for the highest 
bidder. That does not include all, by any means, 
but enough to justify the Senator’s indictment. 
There, too, is a sort of tragedy, for it is a dis- 
tinct letdown for the “believery” as well as 
ready ammunition for the “unbelievers.” It tar- 
nished something that was hopeful and inspiring. 


There is something else happening here 
now, in the line of the Senator’s indictment, 
which he did not include.. That is the way 
that big men in industry and finance who 
belong to “the privileged” also did not leave 
entirely behind them their own businesses 
and business contacts and friendships when 
they came here to take posts in the defense 


program. 


We find them here in a clubby sort of at- 
mosphere parceling out the war contract terri- 
tory so that they, the elect, get the lion’s share, 
keeping it in the family, so to speak. 

This “privilege,” too, should be investigated. 
Sen. Maybank, Democrat, South Carolina, who 
knows something about this, seems ready to em- 
bark upon an investigation of favoritism to the 
big business fraternity. It is hoped he gets en- . 
couragement in developing that very important 
chapter in the current Washington story. For 
there will be those who will try to suppress it, 
things being what they are here—with the peo- 


pioumns so far on the outside so often.

The Legislators So Desired 


State Highway Chairman James Gillis has announced that construction of 


new highways in Georgia will be reduced 50 per cent July 1. 
But not as alarming as it sounds. 


That is alarming. 
Construction will be cut primarily because 


the Legislajure is earmarking more funds for maintenance of the present highways 


and more money for direct grants to counties. 
have gone into construction of new highways. 
The grants are designated for the counties to do 
Charges have been made that some counties, heavily indebted, divert this 
The counties feel that they should get a slice of the gas tax

-While there may be an argument over the 
increased id to counties, there is no argument 
over spending more on maintenance. Gillis, him- 
self, has said that the State could well spend 
its entire highway allotment on, maintenance of 
present roads. 


So strong a believer in road maintenance 
is Gillis (and his department is making « 
fine start on maintenance) that he shifted a 
million dollars. from construction funds into 
maintenance during the current year. The 
Legislature earmarked $5,000,000 and the 
Highway Department is spending $6,000,000. 


The Legislature added $9,000,000 for new con- 
struction for the next fiscal year in the Appro- 
priation Bill’s “contingent section.,~-A good busi- 
nessman, Gillis doesn’t count tH#is_money until 
he has the cash in hand. 

Let’s take a look at the appropriation for 
roads for next fiscal year as compared with the 
current year: 

Road maintenance—next year, $10,000,000; 
this year, $5,000,000. Matching Federal funds— 
next year, $10,969,000; this year, $10,301,913. For 
use at discretion of Highway Board—next year, 
$12,656,931: this year, $7,700,910. Contingent 
funds (to be made available if the sales tax pays 
off as anticipated)—next year, $9,500,000. Aid 
to counties—next year, $9,317,013; this year, 
$4,817,013. 

Thus the total for next year is $47,486,923, 
as compared to this year’s total of $32,775,557. 


This is an increased State budget of $15,000,-, 


000. The Highway Department would get no 
more than $47,486,923 next year if the gasoline 
taxes were earmarked for it—that figure repre- 
sents the equivalent of the gas tax under the 
6-cent levy. 

In face of the announcement thai construc- 
tion of new roads will be reduced in July, the 
question arises: What more could the Legisla- 
tire do than it already has done for the High- 
way Department? 

There are two answers: It could five the 
Highway Department, instead of the schools, pri- 
ority over the “contingent section” of the Appro- 
priation Bill; and it could earmark gasoline taxes 


That means $10,000,000 that could 
There are arguments both ways 


for the Highway -Department. It should do 


neither! 

If all the gas tax funds were spent on roads, 
they wouldn't be sufficient. The Legislature 
should appropriate not merely the equivalent 
of the gasoline funds; it should appropriate more 
than those—but it should retain the power to 
appropriate. 

When the Highway Board wanted to kill the 
Gholston formula, it refused to build roads under 
the formula—telling legislators seeking roads, 
“We can’t de any work for you because this for- 
mula won't work.” The Legislature overwhelm- 
ingly repealed the Gholston formula. 

There is no suspicion that a like campaign is 
beginning to undermine the priority given schools 
on the “contingent” section. 

If you were to sit in the Highway Board’s 
offices and ask all the delegations what they 
want, you would find 90 per cent of them seek- 
ing construction of little pieces of secondary 
roads near their homes—or improvement of such 
roads. Very few délegations put pressure on 
the Board for improvement to major highways 
over which moves the vast majority of traffic. 


These major arteries are falling to pieces 
and costing hundreds of deaths. The Legis- 
lature saw fit to divert construction funds to 
maintenance to try to protect the present 
roads. 


It is well for the Highway Board to call 
attention to the fact that its funds for construc- 
tion will be short at the beginning of the next 
fiscal year. The pressure delegations should 
know that the Legislature wants more mainte- 
nance on major highways, and that the Legis- 
lature wants to give more cash directly to the 
counties to do their own road work. 

These facts, together with the rising cost of 
materials, support Gillis’ announcement that 
construction of new roads will be reduced 50 
per cent at the start of the new year. 

If the sales tax pays off sufficiently to finance 
the schools in full, then the roads will get an 
additional $9,000,000. That’s the way the Legis- 
lature, itself, wanted it—following the wishes 
of the voters.

This is about the right time to make final plans for planting sericea lespedeza. 
It shouldn’t be planted until Winter is completely over, and this probably means 
about April 25, but there are several steps to be taken before planting and these 


can be taken now.

Sericea needs a good seedbed with most of the weeds elimi- 
Every weed destroyed now or prior to planting gives the sericea less com- 

ge ge, petition later on when the seedlings are puny and the heat and dry weather 
Seed should be scdrified so as to provide for rapid germination. 


Plenty of seed should 


be used. Most seedsmen suggest 36 to 50 pounds of scarified seed, but I believe it pays to use 


100 pounds of seed to the acre. 
{t to be available for grazing sometime in the 
second year. Ample amounts of lime, phosphate 
and potash should be used. 


Sericea is one of our best land-holders 
and moisture-holders. It is a good land- 
builder. Its roots go down into the soil from 
12 to 30 inches and make the soil more 


porous. 


It also adds nitrogen by means of the nod- 
ules attached to its roots and root hairs. It sheds 
a considerable portion of its lower leaves on the 
ground and this residue is converted into soil 
and humus. 

Sericea makes one of the best hays the farmer 
can have. It is nutritious, easily handled and 
the animals like it. I have seen stall-fed cattle 
on a neighbor's farm raise their heads from the 
feed trough in which was piled a complete ration 
to steal a wisp of sericea hay as it was being 
carried past them to another stall. We main- 
tained our mules throughout the winters on 
sericea hay for many years prior to the time 
we developed actual winter grazing for them. 


That is. if you want a stand of pure sericea and, also, if you want 


Sericea is a satisfactory grazing crop, also. 
If it is kept less than 14 inches in height there 
is no question that the cattle will eat it. Beyond 
that stage it gets tough and bitter. We keep 
our animals on sericea from May 5 to September 
15 and they do well on it. 


We accept the fact that the cattle must be 
inclosed in sericea fields to get them to eat it. 
On the other hand, the Watkinsville Experiment 
Station allows its cattle to range over several 
fields and finds that they eat some of all the 
plants, including sericea. 


Some farmers are now interplanting (or over- 
planting) Ky. 31 fescue grass in fields of estab- 
lished sericea. Where this is successful] there is 
almost continuous grazing throughout the year. 
Some farmers also get seed crops from the two 
interplanted—sericea and fescue. This takes good 
management. 

Meanwhile, it is now time for the seedbed 
preparation, the fertilization and the purchase of 
seed. Incidentally, seed are unusually cheap 
this year.

A Close Study of Americana 


The English language has had one of its most thorough workouts in recent 
years in the proceedings of the Senate Crime Investigating Committee. Millions 
of words flowed daily, ranging from the blundering utterances of uneducated hood- 
lums to the assured and articulate expressions of the investigating Senators and 
the lucid testimony of bureau chiefs of the Federal Government. Occasionally a 

Bans glib and learned witness from the wrong side of the legal tracks made an appear- 
ance, but such was the exception. While it has been pointed out by numerous students‘of the Ke- 
fauver hearings that the televised sessions will have a tremendous influence upon American life 
through heightened interest in the affairs of government, the impact of the committee upon the 


speech habits of the nation undoubtedly will be 
a large one also. 


Already, “incriminate”’—shortened to “crimi- 
nate” by one of the witnesses—has assumed a 
position of far greater usage in the American 
tongue than formerly occupied. Racketeer Frank 
Costello made frequent use of the expression that 
he could not reply to a question for fear it might 
incriminate him. Costello, in reply to questions, 
made several rejoiners which contributed nothing 
at all to the grammar of the land. 


Questioned in regard to a charge of sell- 
ing illegal liquor, Costello replied that he 
had been acquitted, adding: “And that meant 
I didn’t sell no liquor.” 


Some spirited phrases have come out of the 
Kefauver hearings. Virginia Hill Hauser, ex-girl 
friend of the ex-Buggsy Siegel, made many pun- 
gent observations. She displayed no affection for 
the press, referring to this hard-working corps 
as “bums and scum.” 


The most articulate of the gambling brother- 
hood undoubtedly was Sidney Brodson, of Mil- 
waukee. Having testified that he held degrees 
from two universities, it was no surprise when 
he came forth with this phrase: “If the commit- 
tee will permit me to digress. ,. .” 


Most colorful of the five Kefauver Committee 
Senators is Sen, Tobey, of New Hampshire This 
elderly gentleman (he is 70) speaks deliberately 
and in a courtly manner much of the time, but 
his voice can rise and his speech can become 
spotted with salty phrases which leave no doubt 
of his standing upon any particular matter. The 
Senator, while quizzing a Revenue Department 
spokesman about the income tax return of Jacob 
(Greasy Thumb) Guzik, first remarked that 
“having gone around the circuit with this com- 
mittee’’ he felt qualified to remark that some

the income stated in their individual tax returns. 
Then he exploded: 
“A bird like this Guzik—excuse me, a gentle- 


-man like Guzik.” 


One of the outstanding stars of the Kefauver 
committee is its principal counsel, Rudolph Hal- 
ley. This gentleman caused numerous gamblers 
and other witnesses to cringe in their seats. 

Since the members of the Senate Crime Inves- 
tigating Committee are politicians, there occa- 
sionally came the rolling rhetoric of the stump 
and the Senate floor. “Public office is a public 
trust,” one would say, and another would call 
upon the people to look upon this morally warped 
land. 


: The fine Southern phrases of Sen. Estes 
Kefauver, of Tennessee, gave a balance to the 
clipped speech of Halley and the sharp vowels 
of Senators Wiley, of Wisconsin; O’Conor, 
of Maryland, and Hunt, of Wyoming. Kefau- 
ver speaks slowly and in the best “Old South” 
manner. 


Much of the expression of thought coming 
from the hearings was very clear and directly to 
the point. This sentence, for instance, by the 
Chief of the Narcotics Division of the Treasury 
Department: 

“The young hoodlums we are encountering 
cannot be deterred by copybook maxims.” 

What made the televised hearings of the 
Senate committee such an engrossing affair to 
the public is the unstudied use of pure Americana 
in the language of the Senators and the witnesses. 

All of the million words of the Kefauver com- 
mittee have added up to a fine panorama of gov- 
ernment in action. They have outlined, some- 
times with fine strokes and sometimes with rough 
sketches, the problem of law enforcement in this 
country. And the story has gripped America like 
few dramas of our time.

The Reds’ ‘War of Nerves’ Offensive 


BERLIN—The shape of things to come, at least for the months immediately ahead, is foreshad- 
owed by two massive facts. The first fact is simply the power of the six Soviet armiés in East 
Germany. These are now moving, nearly a fortnight earlier than usual, to their manuéver areas 
close to the zonal border. There they will remain all Summer, a permanent, open threat to all of 
Western Europe. The second fact is more complex. No one can sa} whether the Kremlin is even 
considering using these armies this Summer in the way that armies are normally used.

This war of nerves offensive thus far takes 
the crude form of having Soviet and satellite 
diplomats and officials whisper “confidential” 
warnings into appropriate ears, for transmission 
to Paris, London and other capitals. 


President Petitpierre of Switzerland and 
several other European neutrals have been 
used as channels for these warnings, that the 
Soviet armies in East Germany may really 
attack—that the Kremlin really will not . 
“tolerate” any West German rearmament— 
that the only way to escape war this year is 
to ‘abandon the project of a German contri- 
bution to the defense of the West. 


A previous report examined the evidence for. 
and against a rather different Soviet gambit, 
which recently was the one’mainly feared by the 
State Department. This was, in brief, an attempt 
to block the Western defense effort by offering 
to trade the Soviet imperial province of East 
Germany for the demilitarization of all Germany 
and the withdrawal of all occupation forces. It 
seems clear that the preferred gambit is the 
cheaper, simpler and more promising war of 
nerves offensive. 

Thus at Paris, Andrei Gromyko has hardly 
mentioned the German unity which has been so 
loudly emphasized in Soviet propaganda all Win- 
ter. He has talked solely about “German demili- 
tarization and the return to Potsdam.” 

Meanwhile, at Paris, the behavior of the 
French representative, Alexandre Parodi, and in 
a lesser degree of the Britisher, Ernest Davies, 
suggests that the war of nerves offensive, even 
in this very preliminary stage, is already having 
gome success. The tendency of the French and 
British to want to hold a Big Four Conference at 
any cost has other reasons besides public opinion.

not pegsibly be built up without a fairly impor- 
tant contribution of German divisions. The other 
horn is the fact, which has already made so many 
difficulties, that\natural national memories make 
the French people intensely, emotionally reluc- 
tant to see German armed forces recreated. 


The masters of the Kremlin have indeed 
aiready set the stage for the kind of plausible ar- 
rangement that will make appeasement easy at 
the Foreign Ministers’ Conference. The first year 
of training of their own Eastern German divi- 
sions, the so-calied Bereitschaftpolizei, was not 
very successful. At the last moment, this Janu- 
ary, the Soviet Kommandatura canceled the order 
to call up 200,000 additional recruits, and re- 
commenced basic training of the fifty or sixty 
thousand men aiready under arms. 

Hence the Kremlin can easily sacrifice this 
German force. {n addition, Vishinsky can also 
offer to reduce the Soviet divisions in East Ger- 
many to perhaps 20, asking in return guarantee 
tnat no West Germans will be rearmed, and that 
British, French and American divisions in West- 
ern Germany will also be limited. 


The Western defense effort will then be 
stopped dead in its tracks. Yet the Kremlin 
will still be able at any moment to draw on 
its vast reserves in the Soviet Union, rebuild- 
ing its East German armies at the rate of one 
or two divisions per day. 


This arrangement is the sort of self-deluding 
folly that the Council of Foreign Ministers can 
all too easily lead to. And even if the Council of 
Foreign Ministers is surmounted without disas- 
ter, the offensive in the nerves war can be Con- 
tinued and intensified all Summer, in the hope 
that somewhere, somehow, someone will crack 
under the strain. Such is the danger to which 
the West has been exposed by the crime of dis- 
armament in the time of folly before Korea.

Gardening is one of the few 
activities that can be arranged 
to fit each individual's physical 
resources. Whatever is good for 
you or bad for you is good or 
bad for your garden. 

It’s bad for you and your gar+ 
den to work under a blazing sun, 
or in wet weather. It’s good for 
you and your garden to work 
in. the cool of the morning or 
afternoon.

For even great- 
er sitting comfort, use a garden- 
er’s work seat, or an old foot- 
stoo] with a board nailed across 
the bottom so that the legs do 
not dig into the ground. 

Wear a hat to protect your 
head, eyes and face, and gloves 
to protect hands against cuts 
and abrasions. Always carry a 
light sweater with you when 
you go out to garden. Even on 
@ warm day, you may need a 
wrap while resting. And if you 
perspire a lot, go indoors, take 
a tepid bath change your 
elothes and sip a cup of tea. 

Summing it up, the easier you 
take it when. vou garden, the 
more fun you'll get out of it.

Press Sewing as You Go 


To Get Tailor-Made Look 


Do you ever get the feeling that the clothes you make at 
home are not as “professional” looking as they might be? 

Of course, the answer may be that vou need more practice 
with a needle and thread. But no matter how talented a seamstress 


you are, that tailored 


look demands a tailor’s method—careful 


steam pressing combined with the sewing along every step of the 


way. 
Make a steam iron your chief 
assistant next time you start on a 
dress or a coat, and trv these 
suggestions for taking the 
“home-made” look out of home- 


- made garments. 


First, even before laying 
out a pattern, press the fabric 
to remove wrinkles. (It’s a 
good idea to press wrinkles 
out of the pattern itself, too.) 
Press lengthwise, keeving the 
selvages and ends at right 
angles. Never pfess over the 
center fold of material. 


After sewing. keep seams 
pressed open, laying heavy strips 
of paper under seam edges to 


lightweight fabrics, but should 
be slashed and pressed open (like 
a seam) on heavier materials. 
You can avoid pressing gathers 
flat if you raise part of the 
garment from the ironing board 
while working the point of the 
steam iron into the gathers. 
_ If you’ve used your steam iron 
all along the way, only a light 
pressing is necessary when the 
garment is finished.

You should 
use a light-weight presscloth 
with worsted materials: double 
thickness of cheesecloth will 
serve the purpose. 

Sleeve and collar pads help 
in shaping curved areas in the 
garment. You can make a col- 
lar pad from three or four 
thicknesses of silence cloth, 
eight inches wide and 22 inches 
long. Cover with muslin and 
baste loosely. A_ sleeve pad, 
also made from three or four 
thicknesses of silence cloth with 
a muslin cover, 
inches long and tapered from 
six to two and a half inches in 
width. 


Poor tailoring always seems 
most conspicious in the vicin- 
ity of pockets and plackets, 
but the tailoring won't be poor 
if you baste back the seam 
allowances on yokes, pockets, 
lapped areas and plackets and 
press them before stitching. 


“Press the hem in before stitch- 
ing, checking for evenness and 
pressing the bottom up along 
the lengthwise thread of the 
fabric—never around the skirt. 
Pin edges and corners of pleats 
(carefully watching the grain 
of the fabric) before pressing 
them.

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) Tests on New Cancer Drug They'll Do It Every Time 


Planned for Emory Patients 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 
A new experimental cancer drug obtained from horse 


serum will be given “two or 


three patients” at the Emory 


University Hospital canéer clinic by physicians to test its ef- 
' 


fectiveness. 

Doctors at Emory—who said 
they had been “deluged” with 
pleas for the drug by cancer pa- 
lients—are among some 40 re- 
searchers over the country who 
will test the drug in the next few 
months. 

Dr. J. Elliott Scarborough, head 
of the Winship Clinic at Emory, 
Was among an assembly of phy- 
Ssicians and research workers in 
Chicago Monday when Dr. An- 
drew C. Ivy, physiologist and vice 
president of the University of Il- 
linois, gave the first report on the 
cancer drug. 

Dr. Ivy said that 20 advanced 
cancer patients had shown marked 
improvement after receiying the 
drug known as krebiozen. 

Dr. Scarborough, a close friend 
of Dr. Ivy, said the drug “has not 
yet been proved of great value in 
the management of cancer.” 

Dr. Ivy himself said krebiozen 
should not be viewed as “the final 
goal in the chemotherapy of can- 
cer,” but added he believed it an 
important step in that direction. 

Although Dr. Ivy did not term 
the drug a “cure,” the Emory doc- 
tor said cancer patients in this 
area already were praverfully 
begging for the drug—for any- 
thing that might halt their disease. 

“I don’t blame them.” he said, 
“put use of the untried drug might 
prove harmful.” 

He quoted Dr. Ivy as requesting 
that the new material not be used 
on internal cancer since it might 
hasten a person's death. 

Dr. Scarborough said it would 
be given at Emory only to patients 
on whom you can see the can- 
cerous growth and judge whether 
or not the drug has been of any 
benefit. 

The Emory doctor said only two 
of the cancer patients originally 
given the drug now showed no 
Signs of cancer. He said one of 
the patients was an 80-year-old 
woman who previously had been 
treated with heavy X-ray, and he 
added it- was imposs: Je to tell 
whether the X-ray or “e drug 
Was responsible for her improve- 
ment. 

Dr. Scarborough said one “en- 
eouraging”’ thing about Dr. Ivy's 
report was that the drug relieved 
pain of cancer patients. He said 
doctors were looking for pain-re- 
lieving drugs for cancer patients. 

“The drug requires much more 
study,” he stressed, “before we 
can make an evaluation.”

Kluszewski Arrives, But Other 
Reds Running Behind Schedule 


TAMPA, Fla., March 28—Outstanding bent one finds 
in Florida this Spring is a strong resentment on the part of 
the baseball manager to critical observation concerning his 
team. Only one among the 10 major league gentlemen 
conducting camp meetings down here was willing to view 
himself as an unfortunate citizen who might not be destined 
£9 win a pennant this season. 

This was Red Rolfe, perpetrator of a sensational near- 
miss at Detroit last season. When he couldn’t win the 
American League flag with Art Houtteman, it isn’t easy 
to see how he can do it without him, and with a maimed 
Virgil Trucks and Ted Gray. He agreed, then willingly | 
exposed other handicaps. 

It must be recalled, however, that the old Yankee great is just 
recently removed from college coach- 
ing. He was the basketball teacher at 
Yale, and still hews to the traditional 
Ivy-covered line of pessimism. 


Luke Sewell, a college man himself 
(Alabama, class of ’21), is a manager of 
another color. It was with cool toler- 
ance that the Cincinnati Red listened to 
a suggestion that he wasn’t saddling up 
a good horse for the National League 
race. You may as well have struck him 
across the snout with a wet fish. He is 
not supported in his Thermopylae by the 
Cincinnati writing troops, one of whom 
took the purely objective approach while 
the Reds limbered up before us on Plant 
Field. 

“What are they going to do for an 
outfielder? Johnny Wyrostek is the 
only major leaguer they’ve got, and he 
wouldn’t be a regular on any other team. 

' Joe Adcock and Lloyd Merriman will 
BISHER be the other two, and the reserves will 
have to be Bob Usher and Wally Post, a green rookie from TulSa. 

“The infield is just an infield, except for Ted Kluszewski at 
first base. He’s a big leaguer now. When they got Bob Sheffing 
from Chicago, they dealt well. He looks like he’ll have the greatest 
year he ever had. The pitching is Ewell Blackwell, Kenny Raffens- 
berger, Howie Fox and Herman Wehmeier, same as last year, 
improvements.” 


Merriman Goes All the Way This Year 


With flashing eyes. Sewell spoke in the firm tones of an Ala- 
baman gone midwestern. 

“Our outfield is the same as last year,’ 
we have to apologize for. I don’t think it’s so bad. Merriman and 
Adcock are looking good. We alternated Usher with Merriman in 
center field last year, but I think we'll leave Merriman in there alk 
the wav. It’s not good for him to look at righthanded pitching only. 


“Kluszewski? Yes, he’s about to become a first baseman 
now, so much better man around the bag than he was last year 
this time. I’m sure you'd have to include Blackwell among the 
greatest pitchers of the day. Scheffing is coming around well. 
He had an operation for the removal of some bone chips from 
his right elbow last winter, and he’s going great.” 


Cincinnati gave Ron Northey for Scheffing last summer, and 
when the big fellow came up with a bum arm, the Reds charged 
that they’d been short-changed. Scheffing was 35 years old, had 
been a National Leaguer since 1941 and recovery at such a stage of 
life was a long shot. His arm is full strength now, though, and 
he leads the Reds for hitting distance ‘this Spring, though that is 
Kluszewski’s forte. 

The big first baseman, who has the frame of a blacksmith and 
once played his position like one, stands ready to become an im- 
mortal in Zinzinnati. He struck 25 homers, drove in 111 runs and 
hit .307 last year. He'll hit as long a ball as any contemporary 
slugger. In other words, he has come a long way since he fought 
the buzzsaw at first base for Memphis a couple of seasons ago. 


They Need the Charitable Approach 


The bourgeois class populates the other Cincinnati infield quar- 
ters. Cracker alumnus Connie Ryan hasn’t had a first-class season 
since the war, may lose the second base fight to Bobby Adams, who 
has been hitting the longer ball. Grady Hatton at third and Virgil 
Stallcup at shortstop are standing in now,:though a Texas League 
rookie, Roy, McMillan, has been snapping at Stallcup all Spring. 
The kid is & dramatic infielder and in such manner has charmed 
the press row, but cheers in his name probably will give way to 
sounder thinking as getaway day gets closer. 


Fact is, the Reds have that sallow complexion of a second- 
division team depending on a collection of prospects who have 
never yet come through. Hatton and Stallcup haven't filled 
the sumptuous reservations made for them. Adams has been 
around since °46 without yet winning his big league portfolio. 
Merriman, pushed ahead of schedule, hasn’t delivered yet. Old 
LSU basketball hero Adcock could shine up to his job this year. 
Usher, though, is in the same class with Adams, just a guy who 
has survived on hope. 


Among the pitching hands, you can count Ed Erautt, Harry 
Berkowski, Kent Peterson and Bud Byerly amang those living 
above their records. Fox and Wehmeier finally made the turn 
last vear, but they’re not completely over the hump. 

While they survive on faith and hope in Cincinnati, one neces- 
garv ingredient must come from the rest of the league to keep the 
Reds from being the worst team in the family: a charitable approach | 
when the scason opens.

(off the tax. 


‘VARIOUS PLANS 


Lester reported finding the peo- 
ple intensely interested in how the 
various provisions of the law will 
affect them, but heard no out- 
spoken opposition to the new tax, 
itself. 

The State Revenue Department 
is mailing tax collecting permits 
this week to more than-85,000 re- 
tail merchants. The merchants 
will make their first monthly. re- 
port in May. 

The State Law Department and 
‘State Revenue Department, are 
‘still struggling over regulations 
for the new tax. Most of the reg- 
ulations are expected to be mailed 
to merchants by the end of this 
week,

That is because an individual 
doesn’t spend all of his income on 
taxable items. House rent and in- 
surance are two big items not af- 
fected by the tax. 


HEALTH PROGRAM 

“I was delighted in finding that 
the people I talked with in meet- 
ings, on the streets, and in offices 
over the state have accepted the 
consumer sales tax as a necessity 
for financing better schools, roads, 
welfare and health programs,” 
Lester commented. “They are nat- 
urally interested in the provisions 
of the law especially affecting 
them, and they are anxious and 
eager to attain information. We 
‘are endeavoring to supply the in- 
formation and to assist in all prob- 
lems. We will continue to do so 
until everyone is fully acquainted 
with the law.” 

Lester sai@ he found after the 
question-and-answer periods in 
the meetings that the people us- 
‘ually left with the idea that ad- 
ministration of the law isn’t go- 
ing to be too difficult or work un- 
due hardship on the people.
